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EXAMINER’S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner’s amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 7, 11 and 12 are being cancelled. The application has 5 embodiments as follows: 
1st (figs. 1-3); 2nd (figs. 4-6); 3rd (figs. 7-10); 4th (figs. 11-12) and 5th (fig. 13). The 
independent claim 24 describes the 5th embodiment. Therefore it is not a generic claim. 
Therefore the dependent claims 7 (applicable to all lst-4th embodiments), claim 11 (2nd emb.) 
and claim 12 (1st emb.) are being cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4, 8, 10, 13-15, 17-19, 21 and 24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

[Claim 24]: Image pick-up module, comprising: an endoscope shaft having a longitudinal axis; 
an electronic image sensor including an image pick-up surface transverse to the longitudinal axis 
of said shaft, said image sensor having contact fingers; a circuit board electrically bonded to said 
image sensor, said circuit board comprising first and second sections, said first and second 
sections each having a first end bonded to said image sensor and a second end, wherein said first 
and second sections extend longitudinally from said image sensor substantially perpendicular to 
the image pick-up surface of said sensor and substantially in parallel to one other, wherein said 
contact fingers are electrically bonded to said first section and to said second section; and a third 
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section having a substantially V-shaped configuration integrally formed with the second end of 
said second section, said third section having a first leg and a second leg, said first and second 
legs extending obliquely to said first and section sections: at least one cable electrically bonded 
to said circuit board and leading away from said circuit board, wherein said at least one cable 
being electrically bonded to said first and second legs .
